Officials expect the city council chambers to be jam- 
packed by 8 p.m. Tuesday when public»hearings on an or­ 
dinance which would outlaw dairies in Torrance will open. 

The proposed ordinance, which already has stirred up 
a large amount of interest, would prohibit the maintenance 

'of dairies, cow stables, cows 
and livestock within the city 
on or after Jan. 1, 1959.

As of noon Friday, the city 
manager's office reported that 
approvals on the proposed or­ 
dinance passed the 400 mark

Civic Group Approves 
One of the strong backers of 

the proposed dairy ouster is 
the North Torrance Civic 
Improvement Assn. In a let­ 
ter signed by President John 
G. L. Crain, the association 
urged adoption of the ordin­ 
ance. Stating that the prdposal 
had been studied by the 
group's safety, health and wel 
fare committee, Crain said it 
was the opinion of the com­ 
mittee that "the continuance 
of the operation of dairies in 
such close proximity of our 
residents presents a serious 
health menace."

On the other hand, Rev. Le 
land L. Pisel, pastor of the El 
Nido Baptist Church, wrote to 
the council stating that he 
thought removal of the dairies 
would seem like "a serious, 
dangerous thing in that the 
health of our community de­ 
pends a great deal upon our 
fresh milk supply."

Fear Price Hike
The petition to the council 

signed by 2614 persons stated 
;hat outlawing of the dairies 
here would eliminate "a sup­ 
ply of fresh, high-quality milk, 
cause the loss of many jobs, 
reduce the tax rolls, dislocate 
he businesses, and raise the 
>rice of milk automatically by 
LO to 15 cents per gallon."

The city now has 11 dairy 
'arms, and have been operat- 
ng as a non-conforming use 
o the city's land use codes 

since June 27, 1940, according 
o the proposed ordinance.

If approved, the ordinance 
would prohibit the increase or 
replacement of any herd in 
'orrance after July 1, and 

dairymen would have until 
Tan. 1, 1960 to remove herds 
'rom the city.

Thomas Wins Re-election; 
King, DiMiceli in Runoff

Assemblyman Vincent Thomas took both ends of the primary ballot here Tuesday to 
win re-election as the representative of the 68th Assembly District, final tabulation of 
ballots showed Friday.

At the same time, tabulation of the 17th Congressional District balloting showed 
that Attorney Leonard DiMiceli of San Pedro won the Republican nomination against
Democrat Cecil King, and the 
two will square off in the gen­ 
eral election in November.

Thomas was re-elected on an 
over-all majority of more than 
34,000 votes, but won the Re­ 
publican nomination by only 
274 votes over Tom Brewer of 
Torrance.

received $40 and an "A" in a science class by helping a 
teacher steal a hi-fi set from the school cafeteria.

John Zamrzla, 19, of 2626 Cabrillo Ave., testifying at 
the trial of Robert E. Prowell, former Torrance High School
teacher, saia he took the hi-fi 
set from the cafeteria and pul 
it in Prowell's car during 
school hours.

"Mr. Prowell said he would 
make it worth my while that 
my grades were down and 1 
had missed classes," the 
former student stated.

Under direct questioning by 
Dep. Dist. Atty. Jack Kirschke, 
Zamrzla testified that Prowell 
game him an "A" and $40.

Teacher Implicated 
Zamrzla also told a jury in 

Superior Judge Ralph K. Pier- 
son's court that he stole four 
adding machines and calcula 
lors from the school, handing 
them through a window to 
Prowell.

James G. Sibert, assistant to 
the director of personnel for 
he Torrance Unified School 

District, testified that Prowell 
admitted his guilt to him fol­ 
lowing his arrest.

Stating that he had talked 
to Prowell at the Torrance 
jail on the morning of Feb. 22, 
Sibert said he asked the 
teacher why he did such 
things.

"He said he must have been 
sick and that he wanted to see 
a doctor," Sibert reported.

Sibert said Prowell then 

signed   prepared resignation 
stating he wished to quit his 
school job "for personal rea 
sons."
